Villons Witnessed By Three Friends In 
Ruined English Abbey. 

Three friends staying at Whitby, 
England, have had an extraordinary 
experience. They saw in broad daylight 
a long procession of mediaeval monks 
and nuns, headed by a bishop in full 
canonicals, wind slowly through the 
ruins of Whitby Abbey. 

One of the party recently received 
from India a packet of powder, said to 
have mysterious psychical powers. He 
experimented with it, and saw visions 
of the dead.

She admitted that 
she had no marriage certificate, saying that 
one of her children had while playing with 
it so badly mutilated it that she burned it.

“Come, now, let us reason together,” 
with Jehovah.—Isaiah 1 ., 18 . 

t here are temperamental types which 
never reach any conclusion by pure reu- 
suniug; intuitions, emotions, and insplr* 
aliens take the place of intellectual pro¬ 
cesses. It would be the height of folly 
to attempt to make such natures re- 
iluft? their religion to syllogisms, or to 
ask them to bring to the bar of the head 
nil the findings of the heart. 

The emotional nature does not com¬ 
prehend the manner in which the' aver- 
hge mind must wait for its own light. 
These souls that move by great tides 
cflen reach sublime heights. The world 
would be poor, Indeed, without their uJl 
compelling enthusiasms, their glorious 
visions, and their dominant convictions. 
But such ones must not forget that 
there is no royal load to truth; that hu¬ 
man nature is not cast in one single 
unvarying mold; diversity is not neces¬ 
sarily hersey. 

There are other nutures, not less nec* 
essury to> Uih world, not Jess glorious 
Jn their records of-leaders, martyrs, and 
musters of men. These are the natures 
that llnd truth by the slow steps of lea¬ 
rning: that seek the way of right, with 
hearts of reverence and feet of faith, in 
the light of the faculties heaven hus 
given them. They do not feel, they do 
not understand the winds that, sighing 
round them, convey such mighty mean¬ 
ing to other souls; they cannot buy pro¬ 
gress ut ttie price of blindness. They 
•re 

THE INTELLECTUAL TYPE. 

The conclusion that the emotional 
type must, after all. be the right one *s 
b common one. This is becuuse it makes 
tiie most noise and the most easily uj>- 
grehendcd demonstration. And there¬ 
fore soiii)- tell us that the man who seeks 
t» find the way of truth by the light of 
the intellect must, without fail, wander 
into the pit of error; that the only way 
to come to religious truth is to shut ihe 
eyes of the mind und yield lo emotion. 

The thinker constantly Is being wurn- 
ed that he cannot apprehend God with 
his in lei led; that he cannot see the way 
to heaven with the eyes of reuson. -He 
is urged to give up the use of his head 
that he may develop his heart. lie 
even is told that faitli is iueompatuhle 
with reason, and love with logic. So 
strong is the emphasis on this that he 


Is led to euspect that Indolence is seek¬ 
ing to defy ignorance, und thut men 
whose intellectual faculties liuve atro¬ 
phied by their subjection lo the emo¬ 
tional now are envious of those who 
retain the power to think clearly, and 
would have them also deprived of these 
powers. 

Nothing could be more clearly op¬ 
posed to the way of truth than the no¬ 
tion that religion can be bought only 
ai the price of reason, or thut the conse¬ 
quence of using tiie intelligence is the 
losing of the power of affection for ttie 
divine, the good, and the true—of the 
warmth of heart and feeling that often 
determine character und conduct. 

If the faculties ure God given they are 
given for working purposes. If man 
has a mind and yet inuy not think con¬ 
cerning the 

DEEPEST AND HIGHEST THINGS 
of his own nuture and destiny, then 
. tiie giving of that mind or the permitting 
• it to develop is the most cruel mockery 
, known to human history. 

I But the simple law of nuture that 
I every faculty hus some purpose, that no 
' power Is without Us duty, is the an- 
i swer to uli this. The mind is us sacred 
I as Ihe heart. 'There is nothing too 
j holy for men to think about, to reason 
! about. The mind must serve the truth 
—must with reverence lead lo lurger 
truth. 

No man is religious who represses 
any of his reasoning faculties. Every 
one of the higher powers must I | 
brought to their greatest perfection. Not 
by dwurfing, denying, bul by develop¬ 
ing do men glorify their Creator. Just 
a > the finest tree in the forest speuks 
most eloquently of the bounty und beau 
ty of nature, so does the gigantic intel 
lect glorify the intelligence that ordered 
its being. 

Fear not to think of sacred things; no¬ 
thing is sacred because it is mysterious; 
reverence does not dwell apart from 
reason. Faith does not reach its perfec¬ 
tion In the fool; it slines most glorious 
where wisdom dwells. There still are 
the superstitious .souls who confound 
darkness with divinity; who cry aloud 
against the light of knowledge. But 
they can no more stay the discovery of 
truth than the buts can hold back die 
daw'n.

QUEBEC MARKET SCENES 


ODD THJNtt THAT THE FARMERS' 
WIVES BRING IN. 

Early in the Morning Only Then Can 
the View Be Seen to AH 
lit Glory. 

One who would see the open air mar¬ 
ket of Quebec in Its full glory must rise 
! on Suturday morning at 5 o'clock 
i when lazy tourists are still four hours 
from breukfust. From Duffeiiu Terrace 
tiie sigiit well repays the sacrifice of 
tiie morning nap. Last night the ter¬ 
race was crowded with home folks and 
visitors promenading to the music of 
the military band. Now it is empty, 
and the upper town lies in silence all 
around, writes a correspondent of the 
New York Sun. 

Witiiin u stone’s tlirow stand some >f 
the oldest houses in Canada. Down be- 
i low beyond the edge of tlig mighty pre- 
Iciplce lies a panorama of river and roll¬ 
ing country, yet witti huge ocean liners 
lying quietly at dock. It is a curious 
impression to the New Yorker that after 
travelling nineteen hours inland by rail 
he finds here a city 900 miles from the 
coast which is a seaport, where the tides 
rise eighteen feet. 

The early riser turns eastward on 
Buade street, and, lo, it ends in a stair¬ 
case. It is a common ending for streets 
in Quebec, which wander up and. down 
stairs ns unconcernedly as other streets 
turn a corner. 

Down the long stairs she plunges In¬ 
to the lower town, and there finds the 
people all astir. She has only to fol¬ 
low the first housewife she sees with '* 
bosket on her arm to be led eventually 
to the great gray stone 

CHAPLAIN MARKET HOUSE. 

It is the market square without which 
is the attraction for the tourist. There 
in tiie sunshine sit tno French-Canadlan 
runners und their wives, who have come 
in before duylight from those ribbon 
farms stretched buck from the river in 
long, nurrow strips. 

Perhaps they left home at 3 o'clock in 
the morning to drive into town in the 
bouncing two-wheeled Quebec calectie. 
Perhaps they came in the market boats, 
catching what sleep they cobid on ihe 
hard wooden benches. 

Here they are sitting now, ready for 
Ihe thrifty .housewives of Quebec, each 
sulesrnun or saleswoman with such pro¬ 
duce before him us his farm ut that lime 
affords. 

Aside from the ordinary market vege¬ 
tables there are many quuint urticles 
for sale—spruce gum, for instance, in 
great lumps which resemble chunks tf 
quartz und in sticks, which look not 
unlike slicks of home-made inolussea 
eaudy. Bunches of herbs and roots, 
fresh and dried, also are offered for sale 
by the market woman and if the tour¬ 
ist can understand her lunguuge she 
will explain volubly and politely for j 
what each is good and how it should 
br taken. 

These market women sit knitting, 
many of lhem—socks of a weight and 
solidity which apeak volumes of the 
winter to come. Their wares lie spread 
on a box before them; and among them 
there is sure to be 

A BUNCH OF COUNTRY POSIES. 

Bul not only things tiial grow are of¬ 
fered for sale. A gentle “Chapeau, ma- 
dame?’ will call attention to the straw 
buts for men, peuked in crown, broud 
in brim. Later in Hie season there will 
bt tuques for winter wear, conical cups 
knit of wool, with a long point to Hup 
behind, ending in a tassel and with 
thick rolled edges to be pulled down over 
ears und forehead. 

There are hanks of homespun wool, 
in its natural colors or dyed in all lue 
hues of Ihe rnUibow by home-made dyes. 
There is toweling spun in the winter 
from home-grown flax; rag carpeting

it is needless to state that the greater 
part of the preparation involved in a 
picnic lunch should he attended to th 9 
day before. Meats should he boiled, 
cooled and chopped or ground; the sea¬ 
sonings added and the mixture put { n 
a cold place. When roast meats are 
used all gristle should be trimmed off 
und when cold a sharp knife should be 
employed to cut slices of waferlike thin¬ 
ness. The meat slices should then be 
neatly pHed one on the other and the 
plate on which they are laid wrapped 
in an old napkin wrung out of cold 
water, followed by a second wrapping 
of stout paper. So fixed, the meat wifi 
not become hard and dry as meat usu 
ally does when cut. 

When a very early start is to be mide 
it would be quite advisable to prepare 
the sandwiches over night, wrapping 
them in damp napkins until ready lo 
pack. The bread should be at least one 
duy old that it may be thinly sliced. 
As a rule, most people (especially chil¬ 
dren) prefer sandwiches made from chop 
ped meats as they are easy to ha.id'o 
when forks and knives are not be 
used. The ham sandwich is alwavs a 
popular one, but any meat is suit’uLle, 
a few made of cheese pounded to a paste 
with butter and seasoning will be likel; 
to find favor, also hard-boiled eggs pre¬ 
pared in the same manner. Do not for¬ 
get to slip in a few sandwiches with a 
mustard pickle filling, chopped fine and 
blended with a little of the drwiiif 
Sandwiches mode with mayonnaise in- 
stead of butter land to soak slightly 
but minced cress or nasturtium ieavej 
sprinkled over the buttered slices will 
be found very spicy and good. 

In making cuke add a little more 
flour than usual and bake about five 
minutes longer; this will ensure a firmer 
texture for handling. Alsfi it probably 
will be better to use patty or gem puns 
than -foaf tins. Jelly and cream cakes 
are too fragile to be carried. 

'The wax or paraffine paper us.»d by 
confectioners Is ihe best thing to have. 
Wrap the sandwiches in parcels of tvva 
and fi! them neatly side by side. Wrap 
the cakes in the same manner. When 
pies are included in the list they ere 
best made turnover fashion and quit -3 
small. 

Lemon and other fruit Juices shou’d 
be sweetened and bottled without Ihe 
oddllion of water. Coffee and tea should 
be made at least double strength and 
be put up in the same way. When used 
!♦ Is very easy to dilute*to the uroper 
proportions. 

There are several styles of picnic ham¬ 
pers in ihe market, but it is rea'lv bet¬ 
ter to use stout paper boxes widen ran 
be destroyed when emptied.

Often it is really the fault of the lax dis¬ 
cipline of the mistress. 

Another help to cleanliness is to have 
q place for everything and 80e that ev¬ 
erything is kept in its place. This great¬ 
ly reduces the work and makes it easy 
and pleasant. Floors, woodwork and 
windows must be well cleaned at least 
once a week to keep the kitchen bright 
and healthful. 

Cooking vessels must be kept perfect¬ 
ly clean at all times.

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MANAGEMENT OF SHEEP. 

It is true that not every man is cut 
out for a shepherd. The ideal shepherd 
should be a man of warm heart, sym¬ 
pathetic nature, of good poise and pos¬ 
sessing an eye to see things. The prac¬ 
tical shepherd is not a theorist, having 
no hard and fast way of doing things; 
but he does things and does them on 
time and always with a definite object 
in view. The successful shepherd is a 
practical man, and I would like to add 
is a man of practice, writes Hev. Archi¬ 
bald Moore. Sheep are highly sensi¬ 
tive creatures and show readily the effect 
of care or neglect. The man who ap¬ 
preciates promptly the needs of his 
flock and gives the necessary attention 
may, other things being equal, promise 
himself a prosperous business. To 
Maintain the health of the flock, the 
shepherd must see to it that the sheep 
are kept in clean, dry, healthful winter 
quarters, free from dampness, drafts, 
well ventilated and protected from 
storm. How often is it true that tto 
health of sheep is destroyed by being 
compelled to winter In bad quarters. 
My practice is to give the sheep all the 
field range possible in open, dry wea¬ 
ther, no matter how cold. My observa¬ 
tion. is that nothing will superinduce 
disease more quickly than to compel 
sheep to occupy damp, drafty, poorly- 
ventilated quarters. Sheep thus become 
so debilitated that It requires the most 
fortunate conditions of the next sum¬ 
mer to restore them to their condition 
before going into winter quarters. It 
is not necessary to build expensive 
barns in order to secure favorable .con¬ 
ditions. Good Judgment with a view to 
practical economy help out greatly when 
it comes to building burns for sheep. 
Much devolves upon the shepherd In 
maintaining a good constitution in all 
the individuals of his flock. Some sheep 
die. of course, from natural causes, but 
(he constant loss of sheep suggest 
something wrong, either in the shep¬ 
herd’s methods, or his knowledge cf 
breeding, or both. 

THE ALL-ROUND SHEPHERD. 

must not only be a good keeper of 
sheep, but he must also understand the 
Importance and art of good breeding. 
It is here that he addresses himself to 
the conditions which point to the vigor 
and type of his flock. He should have 
as a standard a definite type, and by 
skill, ingenuity and judgment persist¬ 
ently aim at his type. 

In fine wool types the low carriage, 
the blockv carcass, the square quarters, 
the broud, stout loin and back, the 
strong heart and the brightness of the 
eye arc not accidents, but results. 
Such results as will be understood by 
every skillful shepherd us being pro¬ 
duced by definite cuuses. A flock built 
upon this basic principle of skillful 
breeding, followed by regular and in¬ 
telligent attention will not only delight 
the shepherd's heurt in general up- 
pea ranees, but will give him good rea¬ 
son to hope for reward in the good 
coin of the realm. 

A daily visit from the shepherd, 
change from Held to field us often as 
conumon may suggest, access to living 
water, supplied with salt nt all times, 
provided with shade or shelter from 
heat, a Held of well-grown grass re¬ 
served for late fall or winter pasture, 
are conditions which should be provided 
for every flock. In winter they should 
be provided with some succulent food, 
such as roots or siluge, fed with mixed 
grains such as com, outs and bran. 
As roughness plenty of clover or cow- 
pea hay should be fed. No man should 
ever attempt to feed sheep through the 
winter on timothy hav. I do not think 
he can do so without great disaster.

IE A MAN WERE DROWNING 

HERE ARE INSTRUCTIONS AS TO 
WHAT TO DO. 

First Restore Breathing—Of Next Im¬ 
portance is to Restore Bodily 
Heat. 

Many a person has been saved from 
death by drowning after life was ap¬ 
parently extinguished because some¬ 
one was at hand who knew what 
shquld be done at once end did it. 
Samuel G. Dixon tells simply and 
briefly the process of resuscitation from 
drowning. He says: 

“Restore breathing and restore and 
maintain body heat.* These are two es¬ 
sential things to do at once, and, of 
course, the breathing comes first. 
Loosen or cut apart all neck and wrist 
bands so as to remove obstructions to 
breathing. Don’t bother with taking off 
any of the wet clothing at this point; 
you might lose precious time, and a 
moment’s delay in restoring breathing 
may prove fatal. 

‘Turn the patient on his face, with 
the head lower than the body; grasping 
the body around I he middle raise it as 
far as you can without lifting the head 
off the ground. Give the body a sharp 
jerk to remove the mucous from the 
throat and the water from the wind¬ 
pipe. Hold the body suspended, 

SLOWLY COUNT ONE, TWO, THREE, 

and then repeat the jerk more gently 
two or throe times. 

“This getting rid of the water and 
mucous is the first thing to be done 
toward the restoration of breathing. 
Now place the body on the ground 
again, face downward, and, standing 
astride the body and holding it by the 
points of the shoulders, raise the chest 
as high as you can without lifting the 
head from the ground; hold it there 
long enough to slowly count one, two, 
three. Replace the body on the 
ground with the forehead resting on the 
arm that has been bent nt the elbow. 
The neck should be straightened out 
and Itu nose and mouth be free from 
contact with the arm, so as to take in 
the air. 

“Placing your elbows against your 
knees, so as to gain a leverage, press 
downward and inward with increasing 
force against the sides of the victim's 
chest und over the lower ribs long 
enough to slowly count one, two, then 
let go suddenly. Grasp the shoulders 
as before and ruise the chest, remem¬ 
bering to leave the forehead resting on 
the ground, and press upon the ribs as 
before. Replace the body on the 
ground, press downward and inward 
against the sides of the chest, let go 
suddenly, and, grasping the shoulders 
raise the chest and press upon the ribs.

Daring _ Rotatories Are Committed 
Under th* Very Bye* of 
Ike Police. 

That the successful burglar is “born, 
not made,” may be Judged from tto re¬ 
port of a case which recently came be¬ 
fore the Berlin courts. The assistant* 
at a large hairdresser's sbpp, 
ing early one morning, found a plucard 
on the shutters bearing the inscription. 
“Closed on account of sudden death. 
Thinking that the proprietor, Herr Jus- 
kowiak, had died in the night, the as¬ 
sistants returned home, but later in the 
day some of them went back to the 
shop. They then fotand, to their aston¬ 
ishment, their master seated ut his desk 
making a list of goods stolen from his 
store. Knowing that the assistants 
arrived early, the burglars, three in 
number, put up the placard in order 
that they might not be disturbed. 

Somewhat similar, though even more 
daring, was the ruse of a clever gang of 
international thieves which, a few years 
ago, robbed a Ann of London «fold- 
smiths of goods worth $60,000. Aware 
that a watchman was not kept on the 
premises, and that the principal and 
employees of the Arm lived in outlying 
suburbs, the burglars waited until nine 
o’clock of an evening which was both 
wet and dark. The shop hod then been 
closed about an hour, and the thieve*, 
carefully made up to resemble the men 
whose premises they were about to ran. 
sack, deliberately 

TURNED ON A FLOOD OF LIGHT 
and affixed notices to the windows: 
“Great stock-taking sale! Twenty per 
cent, off all marked prices. Goods sac¬ 
rificed to make room for new’ seasons 
slock!” 

Policemen on the beat, thinking they 
saw the proprietor und his assistants 
apparently hard at work checking their 
goods, suspected nothing, and the bur¬ 
glars safely escaped with their booty 
to the Continent. i 

A clever *burglar’s ruse, showing care¬ 
ful study of the habits of the victim, 
was recently reported to the police. 
It is the custom of a business man who 
resides at Brixton, and has hts office in 
Queen Victoria Street, London, to leave 
home every morning and not return 
until dinner. Recently his wife re¬ 
ceived an anonymous letter, which in¬ 
formed her that her husbund. instead of 
working in hi* offlee, frequently went 
to a Charing Cross tea-shop accom¬ 
panied by a young lady.

If you would huve plenty of milk for 
the lambs when they come, begin to 
feed with this end in view six weeks or 
two months before their arrival, in¬ 
crease the tlow of milk by turning the 
ewes on a field of rye, growolespedully 
for the purpose. 1 believe every man 
who handles sheep should seek to be a 
good shepherd. Somehow 1 have the 
feeling that every good shepherd is u 
gentleman of line instinct, nuble bear¬ 
ing. whose high calling not only has 
the aproval . but the blessing of the 
Clrcut Shepherd.

LIVE STOCK NOTES. 

Do-not put the young stock in nn out- 
of-thiMVuy pasture where they are sel¬ 
dom seen. They will become wild and 
unmanageable unless >ou go to them 
frequently with some salt or some 
duinty. 

We consider two years of age about 
the proper lime heifers should be 
brougdk into milk, but a month or so 
vuriufmn either way is not seriously 
objectionable. This is believed to be 
I he general practice in Jersey. 

Tlie preparations on the market for 
spraying cows und horses are effective 
and very satisfactory. Here is a recipe 
for a home-made remedy : One quart of 
kerosene, one quart of fish oil und one 
ounce of oil of tur. Stir or shuke well 
and it is ready for use. Apply with a 
cloth, brush, or better still, a 50 cent 
sprayer. 

The cow that is to make money must 
make milk in quantities above the aver¬ 
age. She must be a large eater, a good 
digester, u perfect assimllntor of di¬ 
gested food and a ready transformer «f 
the food Into fine milk. The farmer 
should not look for a small eating cow. 
for the small euter must be a small 
milker, und a little extra butter fut in 
her milk will not make up financially 
for the deficiency in quantity. Thi* 
manufacturer does not attempt to make 
a ton of steel out of materials that con¬ 
tain only a possible half ton. The milk 
producer cun not force a ion of milk 
out of a cow whose food in a given 
lime contains only a half ton of milk. 

GROWING CROPS FOR THE SILO. 

I generolly plant my silage corn on 
ground that has been in corn the pre¬ 
vious year, writes Mr. David Roberts. 
Sometimes I plant on sod and have 
some so planted Ihis year. When 
ground has been in corn the previous 
year. I mostly sow to rye in the foil for 
spring pasture. 1 spread broadcast 
with a manure sprvuder, cow stable 
manure just before the land is plowed, 
the latter part of April. The ground is 
thoroughly disked, scratcli-hurrowed 
und put in os fine u condition as possi¬ 
ble, before seeding. I use a two-horse, 
double-row drill and drop the grains 
about one grain to 8 or 9 inches in 
rows 4 feet apart, sometimes 3>£ feet 
apart. This year, in addition to stable 
manure, I put on with a fertilizer, 
broadcast drill, a thin dressing of 
ground fish manure. 

I have three silos, Iwo 12 feet square 
and 24 feet high and one, a tank silo, 
12 feet in diameter and 24 feet high. 1 
plant about 12 to 14 acres for these 
silos, and some years have more than 


ground, press downward and inward 
ugainst the sides of the chest, let go 
suddenly, and, grasping the shoulders 
raise the chest and press upon the ribs.

“Keep people from crowding around 
the patient, as they exclude fresh air. 
mid don’t give a stimulant before the 
patient can swallow. 

“When breathing has commenced 
then Ihe thing to do immediately after¬ 
ward is to restore the body heat. Warm 
blankets should bo wrapped about the 
body and bottles of hot water or hot 
bricks applied. The head should be 
wormed nearly as fast as the body, or 
else convulsions may result. Rubbing 
Ihe body vigorously with the hand or 
warm cloths, or slapping the fleshy 
purls may assist to restore warmth. 

“As soon ns the patient can swallow 
give hot coffee, tea or milk. Reware of 
giving too much spirits, lest depression 
muy result. Get the patient in a wgrm 
bed and huve plenty of fresh air.” 

Dr. Dixon offers these as a few sug¬ 
gestions which, he hopes, may save 
some lives during the present vacation.

MANY LOVE LETTERS SENT TO 
ROYAL PERSONAGES. 

Correspondence Very Rarely Reaches 

Them, But to Dealt WUh by 
Private Secretaries. 

It would seem tor some reason Royo! 
personages are more liable than any 
other notabilities to excite the love pas¬ 
sion in the hearts of utter strangers. 
If one may judge by the amount of 
correspondence of an amorous nature 
which pours into Royal palaces from 
unknown writers, an immense number 
of weak-minded people Imagine them¬ 
selves to be ardently In love with Roy¬ 
ally. Happily for the sanity of Kings, 
Princes, and Princesses, such corres¬ 
pondence never, or only very rarely, 
reaches those to whom it is addressed, 
but is dealt witn by private secretaries 
and their assistants as mere ebullition 
of sentimental lunacy and consigned 
to the flames. 

But a small portion of these love-let¬ 
ters from irresponsible strangers — 1 
per cent., perhaps—receives a greater 
amount of attention than might be im¬ 
agined; and some of the writers of such 
letters give an infinitude of trouble and 
annoyance to those Court officials whose 
duty it is to protect Royalty from pos¬ 
tal pests. 

In other words, it is not always pos¬ 
sible to treat the love-letters with sil¬ 
ent pity or contempt, ns it sometimes 
happens that the writers are 

SO MANIFESTLY INSANE 

ns to constitute a real danger to the 
Royal personages to whom they have 
given their wayward hearts. Such 
writers have before* now perished in 
their unwarrantable attentions during 
whole periods of years, and finally be¬ 
come so violent in their language as to 
necessitate steps being taken to obviate 
Hie possibility of their veiled or overt 
threats being carried into effect. * 

In such cases as these the services of 
the tactful and experienced detectives 
who devote their whole time to safe¬ 
guarding Royalty are requlstioned. But 
ultnough these matters are dealt with 
by the police, they never become known 
to the general public, for prosecutions 
do not eventuate, the foreign strange s 
generally being persuaded to enter san¬ 
atoria, or are put under restraint by 
friends. So that, indeed, It frequently 
huppens that the Royal personages who 
have been bombarded with amorous 
epistles Mot' muny months heur nothing 
whatever of Hie mutter. 

Some veurs ugo. the Prince of Wales, 
then the Duke of York, was pursued 
wherever he went by letters from un 
English lady living in Berne. The first 
few letters, being of the usual type, 
were simply ignored, but after a time the 
Indy began importuning His Royul 
Highness to make an appointment with 
tier, and to threaten that if he failed to 
do so she would come to London and 
force herself into hts presence.

One would 
imagine, from his ettitude, that even af¬ 
ter the lapse of six months lie would 
have acquired sufficient worldliness to 
be anything but a peril in a business 
office.—London Tit-Bits. 


WOMEN NURSES FOR INSANE. 

New Departure in the Peoria, Illinois, 
Insane Asylum. 

An interesting experiment is being 
tried in the Illinois Asylum for the In¬ 
curable Insane at Peoria, that of sub¬ 
stituting women nurses for male at¬ 
tendants. There are sixteen hundred 
patients in the institution and already 
seven hundred and seventy-five men 
are cared for by female nurses. Pub¬ 
lic opinion has been undergoing rapid 
changes with regard to the insane. It 
is not so very long ago since men were 
selected to guard und tend this class 
because of their physical strength and 
ability to “control” these unfortunates 
by brute force. The padded cell, the 
straight Jacket, and other devices for 
subduing refractory patients were con¬ 
sidered the proper thing. Now these 
methods are rapidly passing away. 
Insanity is recognized as a disease, and 
the humane principle of ruling by love 
is found to be more efllcucious than 
brutality. As a nurse woman is in the 
position for which God und nature spe¬ 
cially qualified und designed her. and 
man can never hope to rival her in this 
sphere. Formerly the insane asylum 
was looked upon as a custodial insti¬ 
tution where the chief idea was re¬ 
straint; now it is given ils rightful 
place as an hospital where these sad¬ 
dest of all afflicted human beings 
should be tenderly and- huinunly cared 
for. In Illinois the plan of substituting 
worpen for men has worked well. Dr. 
Mitchell, in writing of the advantage, 
Suys: “In placing women in the mule 
wards you restore as near as possible 
to the patient homelike surroundings. 
She takes more of a personal interest 
in her charges than a man und looks 
after Hie many little things that go io 
make life pleasant and smooth. By 
doing so she eliminates a source of 
Irritation to an already irritated brain. 
The conduct of the men improves. They 
become more tidy in their appearance. 
The violent become less violent and the 
profane less profune. Men who did 
nothing before began to brighten up 
und do little errands for the nurses, 
were praised for their efforts and found 
something to live for und some enjoy¬ 
ment in life.” Undoubtedly the new 
system will do uwuy with the abuse 
und cruelty so often charged uguinsi 
male attendants, and it will comfort 
distressed relatives who huve been ac¬ 
customed to regurd with horror the 
average asylum for the insane. Here 
Is one of tiie true vocations for women ! 
And muy we not hope that the example 
of Illinois in this mutter will soon be 
followed by similar Institutions every¬ 
where I—J. J. Kelso, Toronto.

CONQUERING THE SAHARA 


UNDER THE SEA BETWEEN ENG¬ 
LAND AND FRANCE. 

Would Abolish the Most Unpleasant 
.Suit Water Passage in ihe 
World. 

A scheme fifty yeor.s old is revived in 
the commission, recently given io Sir 
Douglus Fox. pu.sl president of Ihe In¬ 
stitute of Civil Engineers, to draw up 
plans for a tunnel between England 
und France. Parliamentary sand ion 
for tiie enterprise will be sought, and in 
view of the good relations between III** 
two countries, und tiie tremendous ud- 
vunees in modern engineering, it is 
possible lhut the old dream will be¬ 
come u reulity. it would abolish I In* 
most unpleasant .suit water pussuge in 
Ihe world, shorten the distance between 
Englund und every point In Southern 
Europe, and stimulate tiie intercourse 
between France und Englund. it would 
also deal u .severe blow to some impor¬ 
tant shipping interests, and on liiis ac¬ 
count U is sure to be strongly opposed. 

WERE ONCE JOINED. 

By restoring land communication be¬ 
tween Englund und the Continent tiie 
tunnel will undo Ihe work done by tiie 
sea some liiotisuiids of years ago. 
Where the English Uiunnel now Hows 
was oilCe solid lund. und Englund wu^ 
joined io France, so solidly, apparently, 
us France to Spain. Whether the sepa¬ 
ration wus effected by some tremen¬ 
dous cataclysm or through centuries uf 
erosion by the waters is not known.; 
though the scientists favor the lulter 
theory. Geologists speuk of the sepu- 
rutiun having occurred nol very long 
ago, which probably means within a 
few hundred thousand yeurs.

the sun for its sleud fust ness. Engrav¬ 
ers suv this is because the north light 
i> reflected rather than direct.

So. u hulf century hence muy oilier 
readers comment on Ihe articles the 
project is upl to cull forth. 

ENGINEERS PREPARE PLANS. 

In IS52 a French engineer proposed to 
connect the two countries by a bridge, 
und for some time the project w'us 
gravely debuted. This idea was to huve 
« structure 2 (jo feet above the water 
resting un piers 4oo feet lung. It wus 
eslimulcd thut $250,000,000 would cover 
Hie expenditure. This .staggering sum 
tended lo sink the scheme, but Ihe linul 
blow was struck by the vessel owners, 
who feu red they would he ruined by Ihe 
wreck of Iheir ships uguiusi Ihe piers 
of the bridges. '•Four years luler u 
French engineer, Mr. Thorne de (hi- 
mond, shared with Mr. William Law 
Ihe honor of preparing Ihe lii-sl seienti- 
fle plans for a tunnel. The Frenchman s 
scheme wus indorsed by experts in his 
native land, hut collapsed through Eng¬ 
lish indifference or hoslilily. In 1841? 
he showed his plans at the great Paris 
Exposition. 

THROUGH THE CHALK BEDS. 

In 1807 Gnmond, Law and James 
Brenlces combined and presented the 
plans In a committee, of which Lord 
Richard Grosvenor was chairman. On 
ij were scverul engineering experts, and 
all agreed that Ihe project wus feasible, 
and the engineers’ calculations founded 
on solid fuels. The theory on which 
Hie most important calculation—thut of 
boring out the rock under the chunnel- 
bed~ wus bused is that Ihe same chalk 
formation extends unbroken from Do¬ 
ver to Calais. This rock is excellent 
material for drilling operations, and 
has proved almost impervious lo w-uter. 
In this stratum a shaft wus sunk 1.1500 
feet deep, and not a drop of water wa.-» 
found. Mining experts testified Hint Ihe 
leakage from the channel down was not 
to Le fenced. 

COST OF THE TUNNEL. 

It was estimuted Hint 824.000.000 
would build a tunnel wide enough for 
double tracks. This was ul Ihe rale of \ 
$1,000,000 a mile. In four years Ihe pro¬ 
moters hoped lo have Ihe work com- | 
pleled. Drilling machinery was order¬ 
ed. or built, and Ihe great borer was 
said to be able to advunce at Ihe rule 
of a yard an hour, und pass out the 
rock and earth behind it. The French 
Emperor approved the scheme us did 
Hie French Cliumber of Commerce, but 
English officialdom remain cool. The 
result was thut the grund project fell 
through. Slnffce (lien il has been dis¬ 
cussed more or less seriously a score of 
times, and the London, Chatham and 
Dover Railway has endeavored to 
mouse interest in the plan, hut so fur 
without much more success than at¬ 
taches to ttie advancing of the metric 
system for England.

Oflen the miners 
suffer from luck of food, us they ure 
dependent on imports for supplier of 
all kinds 

EXCEPT WATER AND SALT. 

They oxuct a camel from every caravan 
replenishing its wuler skins at their 
wells, und the animals thus acquired 
are kept as a food resource. It was be¬ 
cause Lenz could not spare a camel 
that he replenished his water supply at 
Wady Tell, outside the settlement, and 
went on without seeing u native.

The new 
mark is to be several notches higher 
than the old one. The Importance of 
all this it If, of course, not easy to 
over-estimate. For a whole year that 
huudred million bushel heap of wheat 
(to say nothing of other grains), of 
which in former years there was no 
counterpart in our annual inventory 
has been spreading itself out thin over 
the whole surface of the commerce and 
industry of Canada. A good-sized 
portion of it is discernible in the seven 
millions profit increase of the Canadian 
Pacific. In the balance sheets of other 
and lesser business houses its influence 
is not so easily traced, but it counts 
for a geod deal in the balance of profit 
for the year. We in Montreal are a 
long way, in miles, from where this 
wheat was grown, but the influence of 
the great crop upon the fortunes of the 
city could be read, if the figures were 
handy, in the details of every factory, 
from those which turn out their scores 
of locomotives and their thou¬ 
sands of freight cars to those others 
which add ten per cent, to their output 
of shoes News of big crops in the 
West is great news.

How Mack Air We Have. 

One hundred and thirty-one miles is 
the height of the atmosphere ns meas¬ 
ured by Professor T. J. J. See, who 
determines the thickness of the air 
envelope by noting the difference be¬ 
tween the time of sunset and tho com¬ 
plete disappearance of blue from the 
sky. The moment at whicli tho blue 
changes into black can be observed 
quite easily with approximate cer¬ 
tainty by the naked eye when the 
air is clear, and by trigonometry 
may be ascertained the distance below 
the horizon of the sun at the moment 
of change. By tills means may be cal¬ 
culated tbc height of the smallest Illu¬ 
minated particles of oxygen uixl nitro¬ 
gen which give to the sky i[s blueness 
of tint by tho reflection of the smallest 
wave lengths of the sun’s light. Tho 
instant of change from blue to black 
is possibly u little difficult of exact 
observation, but the method is not more 
doubtful than that based oil the ob¬ 
servation of shooting stars. The shoot¬ 
ing star method gives a result not 
greatly differing from tho vanishing 
blue method. Tho former gives t ho 
height of the atmosphere at 109 miles.

The evidence was 
overwhelming, for the prisoner com¬ 
pletely failed to give any plausible ex¬ 
planation as to why she wanted the 
poison—enough, as tlie chemist said, to 
kill two regiments. Nevertheless the 
jury found Mine. Cana by guilty of 
forging the prescriptions, but not guilty 
of attempting to poison her husbaud. 
Perhaps the jury thought the husband 
uupoisoned was punishment enough in 
himself for one crime.

GREEN TURTLE8 EXPENSIVE. 

Wkere They Are Cauht and How 
They Are Brought North. 

‘‘The flesh of the green turtle often 
brings $50 a pound,” said an oyster 
dealer. ‘‘This rich meat comes to us 
from, the coral reefs of the West la¬ 
dles. 

“The turtles are reaught in nets 
among the rocks. ^Tfaey are very care¬ 
fully brought north. They are deck 
passengers at first, but as the weather 
grows cold with the ship’s progress 
they are penned in warm rooms below, 
—regular staterooms. 

‘‘It’s ft different treatment that they 
get, though, at the natives’ hands. If 
a native Is bringing turtles north he 
nails them fast to the deck by their 
flippers. Btrango creatures that they 
are, they appear to suffer little under 
such cruel treatment. 

“The calipee and calipash are re¬ 
spectively the flesh from the breast 
and the back of the green turtle, tid¬ 
bits which, I have heard epicures say, 
are unequaled In the earth beneath, 
the heavens above or the waters under 
the earth. This meat is superlatively 
rich, delicate and tender. 

“Lite green turtle fetches wholesale 
from a dime to a quarter a pound. 
What makes the meat so expensive in 
the end is that out of a 140 pound flsli 
you’ll only get two pounds of calipeo 
uud one of calipash. 

“Several times when there has been 
u tight turtle market the chefs of mil¬ 
lionaires and of certain extravagant 
hotels have offered me $1 a pound for 
live turtles. At that rate your nriipoo 
and calipash would como to quite $50 
a pound.” 


LIGHTHOUSES. 


The Flrat of Them Wnn One of the 
World** Scren ’Wonder*. 

The first lighthouse of which there is 
any record In history was built by 
Ptolemy Philadelphus about 500 B. C. 
It was a tower on which wood Arcs 
were kept blazing at night. It was 
built on Pharos, a small island in tho 
bay of Alexandria, and was one of tire 
seven wonders of the world. It is an 
Interesting fact that the modern French 
and Spanish names for lighthouse—tho 
one being phnre, the other faro—still 
preserve the memory of tho island 
where tho first attempt at seacoast il¬ 
lumination was located. The ruined 
tower in Dover eastle, lOttglattd, erect¬ 
ed about A. I). 44, is claimed by sotno 
authorities 1o lune been built for a 
lighthouse, upon which an enormous 
wood tire was kept burning. 

The lighthouse on tire southern end 
of the island of <’omuilcut, at the 
mouth of Narragansett bay, is said to 
be the oldest in the United States. Tho 
present structure is comparatively 
modern, but the first one was erected 
in 1750, and for nearly 100 years pre¬ 
vious a watchtower, with a beacon 
fire, bad existed at the same point. 

Tho lighthouse bears the odd name 
of Beaver Tail. The southern portion 
of <’onanieiit island is shaped something 
like a bearer, with its tail pointing 
southward, and in early times it was 
known by that name, the two extremi¬ 
ties being called head and tail.

When the lungs have 
been getting Insulllc^pnt air a sigh is 
the means by which they are replenish¬ 
ed, or when the air has been impure 
the sigh which one often takes in step¬ 
ping out into the open air is from the 
same cause.

INSECT ANATOMY. 

Wonderful llrenthing Apparatus of 
Wnupn mid Horn eta. 

If we take any luoilerateljr largo in- 
sect, say a wasp or a hornet, we am 
Roe, even with the naked eye, that 
a series of small spolhko marks runs 
along the side of the nody. Those ap¬ 
parent spots, which arc eighteen or 
twenty in number, arc, in fact, the 
apertures through which air is admit¬ 
ted into the system, and are generally 
formed in such a manner that no ex¬ 
traneous matter can by any possibility 
find entrance. 

Sometimes they are furnished with a 
pair of horny lips, which can he opened 
and closed at tin* will of the insect; in 
other cases they are densely fringed 
with stiff, interlacing bristles, forming 
a filter which allows air and air alone 
to pass. 

Kut the apparatus, of whatever char¬ 
acter it may be, is always so wonder¬ 
fully perfect in its action that it lias 
been found impossible to injure the 
body of a dead in o -l with so subtle a 
medium as spirits of wine, although 
tiie subject was first immersed in the 
fluid and then plaecd beneath the re¬ 
ceiver of an air pump. 

The apertures in question communi¬ 
cate with two largo breathing tubes, 
which extend through the entire length 
of tin* body. From these main tubes 
are given off innumerable branches, 
which run in all directions and con¬ 
tinually divide and subdivide, until a 
wonderfully intricate network is form* 
cil pervading every part of the struc¬ 
ture and penetrating even to the an¬ 
tennae.

The spider seldom bites 
or stings, but should any one try to 
catch him bite he will, and, though not 
venomous, his Jaws are as powerful as 
a bird’s beak. 

The bodies of these spiders are very 
handsomely decorated, being bright 
gold or scarlet underneath, while the 
upper part is covered with the most 
delicate slate colored fur. 

80 strong are the webs that birds the 
size of larks are frequently caught 
therein, and even the small but pow¬ 
erful scaly lizard falls a victim. A 
writer says that he has often sat and 
watched the yellow monster-measur¬ 
ing, when waiting for his prey, with his 
legs stretched out, fully six inches- 
strlding across the middle of the net 
and noted the rapid manner in which 
he winds his stout threads round the 
unfortunate captive. 

He usually throws the coils about the 
, head until the wretched victim is first 
blinded and then choked. In many un¬ 
frequented dark nooks of the Jungle 
you come across skeletons of small 
birds caught In these terrible snares.

ENGRAVED PICTURES. 

Their Romantic Origin Dute« Duck to 
the Fifteenth Century. 

! The art of engraved pictures da »s its 
, romantic origin to the chamber of a 
Florentine goldsmith, Maso Finiguerra, 
in the fifteenth century, about the time 
that Gutenberg was struggling with 
Uls printing from movable types. Be¬ 
fore that duy pictures wore drawn or 
painted by hand. Finiguerra was a 
celebrated worker I 11 metals, and, being 
commissioned to make n pax of gold 
engraved with a coronation of the Vir¬ 
gin, ho sought to test his design by 
filling iu the lines with a preparation 
of oil and lampblack, which threw the 
picture into relief. By chance the face 
was laid face downward on a piece of 
damp linen, and when taken up it was 
discovered that the picture was printed. 
Sheet after sheet of damp paper was 
impressed by the same plate and the 
good news that the art of printing pic¬ 
tures was born spread like wildfire 
throughout Europe. The collection of 
old prints introduces Albrecht Durer, 
the "father of line engraving" (1471) 
in four brilliant impressions of "Adam 
and Eve," "Little Horse,” "Melancho¬ 
lia" and "St. Gcromo." "Melancholia" 
is a strange comjiositlon of extraordi¬ 
nary originality, and lias been a mys¬ 
tery for over four centuries. Tills bit 
of yellowed paper, possibly pulled from 
the plate by Hunt's own hands, has 
lost none of its fascination.

IMMUNE TO POISON. 

PrMtletl Methods of the Snake 
Charmers of the Orient. 

For many years It was regarded as 
one of the East Indiun miracles that 
the snake charmers of the orient could 
encounter the cobra in an arena, allow 
the serpent to bite them time and 
again and survive the deadly poison. 
This dangerous feat puzzled the doc¬ 
tors of the British army and was never 
quite understood by scientists general¬ 
ly until within recent years, when the 
secret of these jugglers with fate leak¬ 
ed out. The East Indian snake charm¬ 
er begins at an early uge to make him¬ 
self Immune from the venom of the 
cobra. He takes the infaut serpent 
and allows It to bite him. This injects 
into his system a very mild dose of 
the poison. He repeats 4he operation 
many times, and then ventures to al¬ 
low a cobra somewhat older to bite 
him. Gradually he permits himself to 
become Inoculated with the venom of 
younger serpents until he has become 
so accustomed to the poison that his 
system is Immune. By the time he 
grows up he has become so thoroughly 
accustomed to the spell that it has 
practically no effect upon him. It is 
like the drug habit—one can work 
oneself to a pitch of enduring a dose 
that would be sufficleirt to kill several 
persons unaccustomed to the influence 
of the drug. Thus the seemingly au¬ 
dacious trick was exposed as a very 
practical thing, after all. 


The Osprey. 

In the highlands of Scotland at the 
present time the osprey usually makes 
its nest in the liat top of a pine tree, 
but formerly it just as frequently se¬ 
lected a battlement or a chimney of 
some ruin, generally on an island. The 
nest is a pile of sticks aa much as four 
feet high and as many broad—the ac¬ 
cumulation of many years—intermixed 
with turf and other vegetable matter, 
lined with finer twigs and finally with 
grass, much of it often green.—Glas¬ 
gow Times.

GREAT EARTHQUAKE IN CANADA, 

The Jesuit Relation of 1662-68 was 
written by Jerome Lalemant and was 
dated “Kebee this 4th of September 
1668.” The following is an extract 
from the translation as given in Voi. 
48 of the Jesuit Relations published 
by Burrows Brothers of Cleveland, 
beginning on page 87: 

THREE 8UN8 ANDOTHER AERIAL 
PHENOMENA WHICH APPEAR- 
IN NEW FRANCE, 
leaven and earth have spoken to us 
many times during the past year, and 
that in a language both kind and 
mysterious, wbioh threw us at the 
same time into fear and admiration. 
The heavens began with phenomena of 
great beauty, and the earth followed 
with violent upheavals, wbion made 
it very evident to ue that these mute 
and brilliant aerial voices were not, 
after all mere empty words, since they 
presaged convulsions that were to 
make us shudder while making the 
earth tremble. 

As early as last autumn we saw 
fiery serpents, intertwined in the form 
of the Caduceus, and flying through 
mid-air, borne on wings of flame. 
Over Quebec we beheld a great ball of 
fire, which illumined the night almost 
with the splendor of day—had not our 
pleasure in beholding it been mingled 
with fear, causod by its emission of 
sparks in all directions. This same 
meteor appeared over Montreal, but 
seemed to issue from the monn's bosom 
with a noise like that of a cannon or 
thunder; and after traveling three 
leagues in the air, it finally vanished 
behind the great mountain whose name 
that island oears. 

But what seemed to us most extroar- 
dinary was the appearance of three 
suns. Towards o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing on a beautiful day last winter, a 
light and almosi imperceptible mist 
arose from our great river, and when 
struck by the suns first rays, became 
transparent—retaining however, suffic¬ 
ient substance to bear the true images 
cast upon it by that luminary. These 
three Buns were almost in a straight 
line, apparently several toises distant 
from one a> other, the real one in the 
middle, and the others, one on oach 
side. All three wore crowned by u 
rainbow, the colors of which were not 
definitely fixed ; it now appeared iris 
hued, and now of a luminous white, as 
if au exceedingly strong lighe had been 
at a short distance underneath. 

This spectacle was almost two hours 
duration upon its first appearance, on 
the 7th of January, 1663 ; while upon 
its second, on the 14th of the same 
month, it did not last so long, but only 
until, the rainbows gradually fading 
away, the two sons at the sides also 
vanished, leaving the central one, us it 
were, victorious. 

We may here record the solar eclipse 
which occurred at Quebec on the first 
day of September, 1663, and which 
being ascertained to be quite eleven 
digits across in the observation, taken 
with great exactness, rendered our for¬ 
ests pa!e, somber and gloomy. It be¬ 
gan at 24 minutes and 42 seconds pa*t 
1 in the afternoon, and ended at f)2 
minutes and 44 seconds past 3.—

EXTRAORDINARY VISIONS IN RUIN¬ 
ED ENGLISH ABBEY.

Phantom Bishop Hoods Procession to 
Throne in Transept of Old 
Edifice. 

Three friends staying at Whitby, 
England, have had an extraordinary 
experience. They saw in broad day¬ 
light a long procession of mediaeval 
monks and nuns, headed by a bishop in 
full canonicals, wind slowly through 
the ruins of Whitby Abbey. 

One of the parly recently received 
from India a packet of powder, suid to 
have mysterious psychicul powers. He 
experimented with it, and saw visions 
of the dead'. The Whitby vision also 
followed after taking some of this 
powder. 

The three friends each took some of 
It, and almost immediately one of 
them heard the words, “Go to the south 
transept,” another receiving the in)- 
structions: “At the abbey to-morrow 
as soon as possible.”

In 
prayer un old lady, dressed in dull red- 
brown, and weuring a very peculiar 
white head-dress; her hands were 
crossed on her breast. I could not re¬ 
member the date, but the word ‘Agin- 
court.’ was whispered to me from the 
unseen. I felt ns if she had nothing to 
do with the ceremony, but was there 
merely to fix the approximate date— 
hy her head-dress. 

“As we left the abbey my other 
friend suw, dotted ubout in the 
grounds—where several very material 
cows were feeding—more monks in 
brown cowls und robes, who were wan¬ 
dering about, evidently engaged in con¬ 
templation or prayer. 

“We, none of us, heard any names, 
but 1 should know tliut bishop again 
anywhere if he ever suw lit to reap¬ 
pear.”

London Vicar Sees Little Use in “Smart 
Set” Crusade. 

The vicar of Holy Trinity, Sloane 
street, London, England, in a sermon rec¬ 
ently, said he could not see much use 
lii the denunciation of the “smart set.” 
He could not accept the Puritan idea 
of Sunday, which was an Idea of 200 
years ago, and seemed almost inhuman. 
Nor was it the continental Sunday we 
had to dread, but the secular Sunday. 

The type of character formed J>y the 
passion for the motor-car and the social 
excitements of the day was not, he said, 
so much the desperately wicked as the 
vapid, weak and- fibreless. Social plea¬ 
sures and conditions now-a-days tended 
to produce not so much the militant des¬ 
perate wickedness for w.hich perhaps 
some other times might have ben not-I^ 
ed, as the thoughtless, lazy and frivo¬ 
lous type of degenerate; people of no 
deep convictions, no earnestness or hon¬ 
esty of purpose. 

Those who indulged the most in Sun¬ 
day exercises and recreations were not 
always those who needed them the most. 
English people were often warned 
against the continental Sunday, but 
from his own observation that Sunday 
was not nearly so bad as some made it 
out to be; the element of reverence, of 
worship, was always present. 

No loss could be greater to any peo-j1 
pie than the loss of the habit of public 
worship. The great mark of a nation’s 
worth was the mark of worship. No 
man could give himself up to selfish, 
thoughtless, frivolous enjoyments with¬ 
out suffering terrible deterioration.

TOYS TEACH MUSIC. 

Novel Method o( Teaching Music to U£- 
tie Children. 

Miss A. Seppings, L.R.A.M., gave nn 
exhibition of her method of teaching ^ 
music to little children ut Cavendish 1 
Rooms, Mortimer street, London, Eng¬ 
land, recently. She instructs by means 
of (tubes, on which the vurious short 
notes are inscribed.

MARTIAL LAW AT CRONSTADT. 

A despatch from Cronstadt says: In 
view of repeated attempts at demonstra¬ 
tions, the commandant of the fortress 
and the chief of police have issued pro¬ 
clamations, declaring the fortress un¬ 
der martial law, and announcing that 
meetings und demonstrations of all de¬ 
scriptions will bo dispersed by armed 
force. The Semenovsky Regiment, 
which recently was brought here, has 
reinforced the disaffection, which Js 
especially strong among the signal 
corps and other special service men. 
Forty members of the signul corps have 
been arrested. 


A NEW MINING INSPECTOR. 

An Addition to the Staff In the Cobalt 
District.

MILLIONS STOLEN FROM MINES. 
New Sou tli Wales Company Suffers tro* 


A despatch from Sydney, N. S. W., 
•aya: In consequence of a circumstanti¬ 
al statement that the Kalgoorlie folrf 
mines suffer a yearly loaa of £l f 000 f 0QC 
worth of gold by theft the Minister ol 
Mines employed a detective to investi¬ 
gate. He confirms the story of enorm¬ 
ous stealing which amounts to somi 
hundreds of thousands of ounces, bul 
says the robberies are smaller than al¬ 
leged. He adds that certain men who 
are generally -regarded as upright and 
honorable, are living luxuriously wholly 
on the proceeds of stolen gold.

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RADIAL ROAD COLLISION. 

Filteen Persons Injured on the Toronto 
and York Radial Railroad. 

A Toronto despatch says: Through 
the alleged carelessness of a motor- 
inun in passing a switch, two cars of 
the Toronto k York Rudial Railroad 
collided with such irnpuct early Satur¬ 
day morning that fifteen persons were 
injured, only one of whom, however, is 
thought to be seriously hurt.

THE HEALTH OF ONTARIO. 

Marked Decrease In Deaths From Con¬ 
tagious Diseases. 

A Toronto despatch says: The re¬ 
turns of 735 division registrars for June 
are among the most complete in the 
history of the Provincial Board of 
Health. .Scarlet fever, diphtheria, mea¬ 
sles, typhoid and consumption show a 
marked decrease, and caused 74 fewer 
deaths than in June of last year. 
Whooping cough has been more preva¬ 
lent, and caused eighteen deaths, nearly 
as many as from diphtheria. The total 
deuths from all causes for the month 
were 1,95$, from a population of 
2,057,290, which makes a death rate of 
11.4 In 1,000. For the same month last 
year 1,933 deaths were reported, a death 
rate of 11.8 per 1.000.

It combines three measures, each rf 
them excellent in ilself, namely, the 
cold bath, the air bulh, and physical 
exercise, to which one may add a fourth 
—the friction of Ihe skin produced in the 
rubbing-down and drying process. Ref¬ 
erence has been made In this column 
to the necessity, in a hygienic sense, rf 
the daily cold, or cool bath, but the .sir 
bath is 0 / almost equal Importance ss 
a tonic to the skin and a means of in¬ 
creasing the power of resistance of the 
body to the effects of changes of tem¬ 
perature. 

The air bath should be taken night 
and morning, all the clothing being re¬ 
moved from the upper part of the body 
while one washes the hands and face 
and cleans the teeth. This is done at 
first in a warm room, but gradually, as 
the skin becomes accustomed to tlie im¬ 
pact of the air, the room can be made 
cooler, until finally the hardy air bather 
can open the windows wide and let his 
body drink in the cool fresh air while 
ht exercises moderately to prevent a 
chill. 

In the open-air bathing of summer the 
perfection of the air bath is lo be had 
combined with the water bath. At the 
same time the swimming, if one knows 
how to swim—and every child should 
be taught, for the knowledge may save 
his life and that of others in some emer¬ 
gency—or the paddling und splashing, 
if one cannot swim, will tone up the 
muscles of the arms and chest, which 
are usually underexercised us compar¬ 
ed with those of the lower extremities. 

Any body of water, even a shallow 
stream, will do for the open-uir bath, 
hut there is a special tonic virtue in 
sea-water. The salts exercise a stimu¬ 
lant effect upon the skin, and this sti¬ 
mulation is carried by the nerves to the 
internal organs, dispelling sluggishness 
and increasing functional activity. The 
appetite is Increased, digestion is im¬ 
proved, and constipation is often reliev¬ 
ed by a course of salt-water bathing. 

There are some precautions to be ob¬ 
served in all outdoor bathing. One 
should never take a dip within a short 
time after a hearty meal, allhough, on 
the other hand, bathing on an entirely 
empty stomach is not well. If the bath 
be taken before breukfast it is well lo 
cat a couple of crackers and drink a 
glass of milk beforehand. Another 
rule, and an important one, is to make 
the bath brief. Ten minutes should be 
the limit, and five minutes will be long 
enough if the water is cold- The rub¬ 
bing down should be vigorously per¬ 
formed.

Snow, the well-known crop expert, is 
in Manitoba inspecting wheat crop 
prospects there. In a telegram from 
him published here on Thursday he 
says 

“Red rust very bad at many points in 
Manitoba and is spreading rapidly this 
week. Enough present to cause shrink¬ 
age in yield. Crop ten days earlier than 
last year. It is thick and headed well. 
Aside from rust, the prospect is for 20 
per cent, more than last year in the 
condition northwest." 

SOME FARMERS LOST ALL. 

A Broadview, Sask.. despatch says: 
Severe losses by hailstorm are reported 
from the Spring Lake district, about 
five miles southwest of here. The storm 
passed eastward with diminishing 
force, causing partial losses to several 
farmers south and east of the town us 
well. Some who havu lost practically 
their entire crop are without insurance. 
Others haye the benefit of Government 
insurance, worth up to $4 per acre for 
a total loss. 


THE VEGETABLE CHOPS. 

Beans a Failure in Many Parts of The 
Province. 

A Toronto despatch says : Mr. H. B. 
Cowan, Superintendent of Agricultural 
Societies, has received crop reports 
from the Ontario Vegetable Growers’ 
Association. On the whole the crops 
are looking well in the Province of 
Ontario. Beans, however, will be a 
light crop throughout the Province, and 
in many sections a complete failure, 
owing to blight and anthruenose. On¬ 
ions will be a fair crop, notwithstand¬ 
ing considerable damage done by mag¬ 
gots early in the season- 

In the majority of sections celery will 
be a fair crop, and in some sections an 
exceptionally good crop. While pota¬ 
toes will be a fairly large crop in many 
low lands, there has been a good deal 
of rot. If rain should fall in consider¬ 
able quantities tho potato crop would 
suffer seriously. 

From Leamington comes word that 
the early cucumbers will be a lighter 
crop than usual, this being owing to the 
cool wet weather. Melons are doing 
well, but the crop will be late. Around 
r.halham the onions will be a fine big 
crop. At -Scotland, Oxford County, the 
frost damaged the cucumbers. How¬ 
ever, the second planting will yield a 
lurge crop, in the district of Niagara 
Falls the vegetables have matured more 
rapidly than usual, and eurly tomatoes 
will be an enormous crop. 

Reports from the sections around 
Toronto and Kingston are to the effect 
that beans have been badly damaged. 
At Kingston the onions have beerf 
largely ruined by blight.

By one of those unwritten laws of 
fashions, we Und that the elaborate 
lingerie waist of a dressy nature in¬ 
variably accompanies a severely tail¬ 
ored coarse linen suit, leaving the plain 
tailored linen shirt for the cloth suits. 

One can classify the linen suits tin.

ed the faucets, and the water com¬ 
menced to escape. The water contin¬ 
ued to flow until the sender of the 
message relighted Ids torch, \ulicu tho 
outlet to both was Instantly stopped. 
The receiver then read the message on 
the disk which was standing level with 
the water, and If everything had been 
executed with exactness It correspond¬ 
ed with the message which the sender 
desired to convey, and which of course 
was the one also shown on the disk 
standing on a level with the water in 
his vessel.
